A large number of the inhabitants of the 
United States and the British Dominions 
are the descendants of Irishmen who have 
emigrated since the time of the great 
Famine. Then, and for many years 
afterwards, Ireland was, indeed, a dis- 
tressful country. It was miserably poor, 
and it was badly governed. The Irish 
emigrants bequeathed to their children a 
heavy legacy of bitter and angry memories. 
Those memories were cherished and passed 
on to later generations with a fidelity 
which, while it may excite a sort of wrong- 
headed sympathy, has been the despair of 
British statesmen. We might have sup- 
posed, however, that this irreconcilable 
element would have been swamped by the 
tide of more recent emigration—the many 
thousands of Irishmen and Irishwomen 
who have left Ireland since it began to 
prosper. Undoubtedly, these later emi- 
grants would have changed American 
and Colonial opinion about Ireland 
if they had been given a fair chance. 
That chance, however, was denied to them, 
and it was denied to them from Ireland. 
The Nationalist politicians decided that 
the legend of Irish distress must be .main- 
tained. . They regarded it as a political 
asset of high importance. In the first 
place, a prosperous Ireland was 
obviously a not ‘hopelessly misgoverned 
Ireland. _ They resolved that it would 
never do to admit that Irish farmers, 
having got their land from the State on 
unprecedented terms, were settling down 
happily to the making of good profits. 
That might be taken to imply that hap- 
piness and prosperity were possible in Ire- 
land without “the old Parliament House 
in College Green.” For the sake of the 
Home Rule cause the myth of Ireland s per- 
petual wretchedness had to be maintained. 
In the next place, a poverty-stricken Ire- 
land was an excuse-—the only excuse— 
for the collection of political subscriptions 
in America and the Dominions. During 
the last few years this incentive to the 
fostering of the legend has weakened. The 
oppressor has presented all Irish members 
of Parliament with incomes of £400 a 
year, and in any case the Irish in America 
had got tired of subscribing te the Nation- 
alist Party's funds. Nevertheless, the 
idea of Ireland as a  distressful and 
hungry country is still vivid in American 
and Colonial minds, and the Nationalist 
politicians are largely responsible for the 
delusion. 

It is said that after the war the 
British Dominions will have a voice 
in the settlement of Irish destinies. 
We warned Irish Nationalists recently 
that they have lost much ground 
in British esteem throughout the 
world by their refusal to accept the duty 
of military service. We w 
that, so far as the Domini 
cerned, the persistent slandering of Ive: 
land is a foolish, as well & a wicked, 
policy. The Dominions cannot be given 
a voice in Irish affairs until their leading 
raen have made themselves really familiar 
with Irish problems. At the Sydney 
meeting Mr. Holman, Premier of New 
South Wales, moved a request to the Im- 
perial Government that Irish Home Rule 
should be treated as “a matter of special 
urgency."’ Mr. Holman took part also in 
the starting of the fund “for the relief of 
distress in Ireland.’’ Manifestly his know- 
ledge of Irish conditions must be enlarged 
before he can be trusted with a vote at 
the Imperial Conference... The truth is 
that, by their persistent misrepresenta- 
tion of Ireland to the world, the Nation- 
alist politicians are preparing for them- 
selves an exceedingly awkward and embar- 
rassing position. No man likes to be 
treatei as a fool, and, when the Dominion 
delegates come to study Ireland at first- 
hand, they will find that the Nationalist 
Party has been treating Canadians, Aus- 
tralians, and New Zealanders as fools for 
the last twenty years. They will find 
that Ireland is making progress in every 
direction; that she enjoys, economically, 
a most favoured place in the Emgire. They 
will find that Unionist Ulster is the only 
part of this: country which has never 
deceived them about the industrial and 
social conditions of Irish life. If Mr. 
Redmond is wise he will make the best use 
of the time that remains to him; will 
abandon publicly the hoary tradition of 
Irish distress; will telegraph to Sydney 
that the relief fund is not wanted, and 
will try to show that Ireland, ad- 
mittedly prosperous now, would be 
still more prosperous onder Home 
Rule. We give him the suggestion at our 
own political expense because we are so 
eager to get rid, once for all, of the legend 
of a distressful: Ireland. The Greek 
critics denounced the squalid Hecuba of 
Euripides as an outrage on the dignity of 
the drama. The persistent setting forth 
of Ireland by Irishmen as a ragged 
Heouba among the nations is an outrage 
on Irish patriotism, decency, afid common- 
sense,

The Congress em- 
powered its Parliament Committee, when 
peace is declared, to call for the status quo 
ante bellum in regard to trade union rules 
and customs. We are quite well aware 
that promise was made to the trade unions 
chat, by a loosening of restrictions during 
the war, Labour should forfeit no right 
to which it might desire to cling. We 
are also aware that it is éntitled to use 


as bargaining instruments. The matter 
for regret, however, is that no sign was 
given of the recognition by Labour that 
economic conditions will be very different 
after the war, and that for the sake of the 
country’s prosperity—which will affect the 
mass of labour far more deeply than. the 
operation of. trade union customs 
alone can affect it—Labour must 
adapt itself to the new conditions. 
If industrial production is going to be 
hampered in the United Kingdom by 
labour reservations, then we shall not be 
able to expand our commerce and hold 
out against our rivals; and the working 
classes will suffer in the result. Trade 
unionists would do well to study Professor 
Kirkaldy’s address to the Economics Sec- 
tion of the British Association yesterday, 


The Great Seal. 


The war has shaken and altered many 
old institutions, but the extension of its 
influence to the use of the Great Seal of 
State was hardly to be anticipated. The 
Dublin Gazette of Tuesday contains a por- 
tentous Order of a Committee of the Lords 
of His Majesty's Most Honourable Privy 
Council in which are prescribed new rules 
with regard to the attaching of the Great 
Seal to documents, and the “ fitting mate- 
rial ” for such documents. A schedule of 
patents discriminates between those which 
must still be written on parchment and 
sealed with the Great Seal and those 
which must now be written on paper— 
‘‘loan paper” is the prescribed material— 
and sealed with a wafer seal. Peers and 
baronets will continue to receive patents 
on parchment bearing the Great Seal, but 
knights must be content with paper and a 
wafer seal. The congé d’élire for arch- 
bishops and bishops of the Established 
Church of England will be on paper with 
a wafer; the Royal Assent to their ap- 
pointanent, will be given on parchment 
Great Seal. All other patents, 
those conveying the appointment of 
Judges atid Law Officers, will be on paper 
with wafer seals. It is further ordered 
that all. marginal decorations now in- 
scribed on documents shall be discon- 
tinued, except that such documents shall 
bear the Royal Arms printed in one 
colour. Royal patents, it is plain, are 
going to be much less impressive docu- 
ments than they have been hitherto, and 
the Tape and Sealing Wax Office, as 
Thackeray called it, has lost at a stroke 
much of its antique occupation. If the 
war be mentioned in this connection, it is 
not to suggest that the Treasury has 
sought to reduce State expenditure on 
sealing-wax, but that the gentlemen who 
have been engaged in the decorous tasks 
of scrivenery on parchment, of marginal 
decoration, and of melting the wax ready 
for the impression of the Great Seal, have 
found work more vital to the nation, albeit 
less ornamental. We are impressed, we 
admit, by a Government which has 
ventured to disturb the functions of the 
Tape and Sealing Wax Office.

A particularly satisfactory feature of 
the last few days’ fighting on the Somme 
‘is the large number of heavy guns cap- 
tured from the enemy. It has always 
been expected that the Germans’ reliance 
upon this class of weapon as the principal 
factor in their attacks would have corre- 
sponding drawbacks as soon as they were 
compelled to retreat, and ‘the fact that 
until recently they were generally able to 
withdraw their big guns in time to save 
them from capture has been rather sur- 
prising. Now, however, the pressure of 
the Allies has become so constant and con- 
tinuous that the German commanders have 
been put into a dilemma. They must 
have ir heavy guns fairly forward in 
order to try to keep down the fire of 
the British and French batteries, and 
consequently canngt have time to with- 
draw them when, after all, their infantry 
have to fall back. ; 

Another very remarkable development 
ís the use oí aeroplanes to attack the 
German infantry in the rear with machine 
gun fire. ~ This can. only have become 
possible through the complete ascendancy 
of the Allied airmen over their enemy 
rivals; for, if there was anything like an 
equality between them, it would be sheer 
suicide for a British or French aviator to 
descend low enough to use his machine 
gun against marching infantry. 

The Gérman Chancellor is reported to 
have told the Reichstag leaders, on the 
authority of Hindenburg, that the mili- 
tary situation was good. His audience 
would, perhaps, have felt more confidence 
in this statement if the Chancellor had 
not at the same time expressed his belief 
that the fifth War Loan would prove a 
complete + mebbha This is a subject on 
which they are quite.as competent to form 
a judgment as he is, and there is good 
reason to believe that up to the present 
the German public has shown no desire 
to respond to the frenzied appeals that 
have been made to it, nearly all the sub- 
scriptions received up to the present hav- 
ing come from the municipalities, the 
banks, and the munition firms. In few 
cases, I suspect, do these subscriptions 
represent '“ new money.” 


In these exciting days an interesting 
fact is rather overlooked. The news from 
the front provided for the a im by 
the War Office follows so quickly upon 
the event that the nation is able to follow 
the almost hourly progress of events in 
France. Another improvement in the 
war news is contemplated, for it is 
understood that a number of officers of 

roved military experience are being col- 
ected together at the War Office with a 
view to interesting developments. Some- 
thing in the nature of a commentary of 
the news of the day, similar to that issued 
in Paris, is possible, and such a departure 
would be welcomed, for any of those 
people, provided with expert knowledge and 
with big maps, can accurately follow the 
course of events from day to day. 

The opinion among South Africans in 
London regarding German East Africa is 
that General Smuts has nearly completed 
his great task. The enemy is now 
virtwally besieged in the bush, and must 
surrender soon or die of starvation. Pro- 
bably a few weeks more will see the end 
ef the campaign. There is considerable 
discussion as to the future of this great 
country. It is not supposed that South 
Africa will be at all anxious to add it to 
her possessions, for there are severa! 
thousand miles between Cape Town and 
Dar-es-Salaam, and the administration of 
the country by the Union would be a diffi- 
cult and costly matter. It seems possible 
that a slice of territory may be given to 
Portugal in exchange for the port of 
Delagoa Bay and the town of Lorenzo 
Marques, needed by the Union Govern- 
ment for free access from the sea to the 
Transvaal. The remainder could then be 
added to British East Africa, and ad- 
ministered as a single Crown colony. It 
is anderstood that the Union Government 
would consider themselves amply compen- 
sated for their work by Delagoa á 
Probably Portugal might look favourably 
on an exchange if a goodly share of Ger- 
man East Africa were offered. ' 

The announcement in to-night’s Gazette 
of the reinstatement of Colonel Elkington, 
of the Royal Warwickshire Regiment, to 
his old rank and old regiment will give 
undiluted pleasure to the old comrades 
of that officer who still survive him. In 
the retreat from Mons Colonel Elkington 
was guilty of what we must presume was 
a grave error of judgment. A courtmartial 
found that he had not held on to a posi- 
tion so long or fought so strenuously as he 
should have done. He was “ cashiered,’’ and 
removed from his command. Colonel 
Elkington’s conduct and the decision of 
the Court came as a great surprise to all 
his friends and to the regiment which he 
commanded—facts. which clearly showed 
that his action in that trying fight was 
really due to an error of judgment and 
to no personal fear. The moment. after 
the sentence of the Court of Inquiry: was 
promulgated and Colonel i n re- 
moved írom the Army, he joined the 
as a private. He went into 
the famous Foreign Legion, and.from that 
day to a few days ago he has fought with 
the Foreign Legion in some of the fiercest 
battles of the war.. His gallant conduct 
with that Legion speedily attracted the 
attention of his superior officers. ‘ His 
identity, however, was, until a short time 
ago, unknéwn. To-day Colonel Elkington 
has not only purged the offence which we 
must presume he committed, but he has, 
by his moral and physical courage and 
soldierly qualities, regained his old and 
proud position of Lieutenant-Colonel of 
the Royal Warwickshire Regiment. 

Mr. Seymour Hicks re-opened the 
Prince’s Theatre this afternoon with the 
nine hundredth performance of “ Broadway 
Jones.”

EDUCATIONAL NEEDS.

CHEMICAL SECTION. 
THE WAR AND SCIENCE. 


Professor Henderson, of Glasgow, presiding 
in the Chemical Section, expressed the hope 
and the belief that the war cloud might have 
a silver lining,, for it was, perhaps, no ex- 
aggeration to say that nothing less than such 
an upheaval of existing habits and traditions 
as had been caused by the war would have 
sufficed arouse the british nation from the 
state of apathy towards science with which it 
had been tatuously contented in the past. Now, 
however, the sleeper had stirred in his slumber; 
the people, and even politicians, had begun to 

ive the dangers which would inevitably 
result from a continuance of their former atti- 
tude, and to understand that in peace, as m 
war, civilisation is at a tremendous disadvan- 
tage in the struggle for existence, unless armed 
by science, and that the future prosperity of 
the Empire is ultimately dependent on the pro- 
gresa ot science, and very specially of chemis- 
wry. If, as one result of the war, the peoole 
were led to appreciate the value of scientific 
work, then, perhaps, we should not have paid 
too high a price, high though the price must 
be. As regarded chemical science, they could 
not rest satisfied with anything less than tho 
full recognition of the fact that chemistry is a 
profession of fundamental importance, and 
that the chemist was entitled to a position in 
no respect inferior to that of a member of 
any other of the learned professions. The chief 
difficulty which confronted those who were 
eager for progress in educational matters was 
that so many of our most famous schools were 
still conducted on medimval lines, in the sense 
that the education administered was almost 
wholly classical. Consequently, he added, 
though science enters into every part of ern 
life, and though scientific method is necessary 
for success in all undertakings, the affairs of 
the country are in the hands of legislators, who 
not only have little or no acquaintance with 
the fundamenta] facts and principles signified 
by these aspects of knowledge, but also do not 
understand how such matters can be used to 
strengthen and develop the State. Our. ad- 
ministrative officials are also mostly under the 
same’ disabilities, on account of their want of 
a scientific training. They are educated -at 
schools where science can receive little en- 
en and they do not take up scienti- 
fic subjects in the examination course for the 
Civil Service, because marks can be much mora 
easily obtained by attention to Latin and 
Greek, and the result of it all is that science is 
usually treated with indifference, often with 
contempt, and rarely with intelligent apprecia- 
tion by the statesmen and members of the 
public services, whose decisions and acts largely 
determine the country’s welfare. The defects 
of a system which places the chief power of an 
organisation which needs understanding of 
science in every department in the hands of 
people who have not received any training in 
scientific subjects or methods are obvious. The 
remedy is also obvious. 


COAL TAR COLOUR INDUSTRY. 


Dealing optimistically in this section with 
the outlook for the British coal tar colour in- 
dustry, Mr. C. M. Whittaker, of Huddersfield, 
said that even. before the war, British firms 
eee so Mé so successful that they were 

mg met by a re price cutting campaign 
from Germany, ve hl British ccmnpatities i" 
sulphur and direct cotton blacks was reducing 
to a complete nullity the German competition 
in these two classes. He drew attention to the 
fact that one firm in England could pay 
a dividend of ten per cent. before . 
the war, showing that a British firm 
could make a successful fight against the Ger- 
mans. (ur own dye consumers had repeatedly 
depreciated British firms, and had even said 
they would not use the colours of British firms 
if given to them. It had been said that the 
dyes supplied by English firms were not in any 
way as good as those of the Germans, but he 
replied most emphatically that the, dyes of 
khaki uniforms were equally as fast to light 
exposure and wear as similar cloth dyed with 
German colours. The day was gone by when it 
was necessary to stipulate for German colours 
in British khaki specifications. If British con- 
sumers were honest in their expressed desire not 
to buy German dyes again, there were alread 
many on the list which they might never buy 
from Germany again, and this list would gtow 
rapidly in the near future. 


ECONOMICS. | 


RECONSTRUCTION AFTER THE 
WAR. 


The interesting subject of reconstruction after 
the war was dealt with by Professor A. W. 
Kirkaldy, of Birmingham, in his presidential 
address in the section devoted to Economie 
Science and Statistics. For two years, he 
pointed out, we had been consuming our wealth, 
and to that extent must remain the rer. 
Upon the close of the war it would in- 
cumbent upon us all to increase our activity. 
With thé return to normal times, he proceeded 
the national necessity for war stores and muni- 
tions will cease, and our industrial forces will 
have to rely on the home and foreign markets 
for employment. Foreign competition will al- 
most certainly be greatly intensified. 
may be at first a great demand for manufac- 
tured goods of all kinds as a consequence of 
decreased supplies during the war; but all the 
principal trading nations will strain every nerve 
to get the greatest possible share of orders. If 
under such circumstances, we indulge in an in- 
ternal struggle between capital and labour 
instead of bending our whole energies to retain 
and extend our hold on markets, we shall lose 
an opportunity which is not likely to«return. 
And yet there is a wi ex 
among employers and workpeople that t 
pean war will be succeeded by serious industrial 
strife. So far as the commercial factors are 
concerned we have almost everything in our 
favour. We have not. outr the sentiments 
of humanity by rb inhuman methods in 
waging war; we have retained our iti 
the headquarters of the money sib be 
have our shipping resources and equipment prac- 
tically intact. Our merchants i ex 
are keen and ready to carry on their business 
with even greater energy than before the war. 
We have arrears to make up, but have the will 
and, with harmony at home, the. ability to 
carty on a more extended trade. Our capital 
has not been seriously affected, and there are 
no signs that it will be. Our financial establish. 
ae and banks are prepared to do their 
share.

SNOW FALLS ON ITALIAN 
FRONT. 


Yesterday's Tialian communiqué :— 

On the whole front bad weather prevails. 
The first. snow has already fallen in the moun- 
tains. Enemy activity was yesterday reduced 
to some artillery actions, which were vigorously 
replied to by our batteries.

Professor Kirkaldy next presented the report 
of. the Committee of the Association which 
had considered the question of industria] un- 
rest, of which he was chairman, and the mem- 
bers of which included Mr. Charles Booth, Mr.

by both; that employers and workpeople 
should improve their organisations with a view 
t) determining jointly the conditions under 
which industries should be carried on; that in 
eath industry permanent boards or committees 
should be set up to consider all matters of 
common interest; that there be a-joint national 
board to which local boards could refer 
unsettled disputes; that the necessity for 
co-operation between employers and employed 
be ised by both; that the employers 
should establish associations of one trade in 
a given district; that there be nationa] asso- 
ciations of one trade, local federations of 
trades, and national federations of trades: that 
the workpeople establish unions and federa- 
tions corresponding to the above; that from 
the two national federations there be elected 
an industrial council; that the State give 
recognition to approved associations, unions, 
and federations under carefully devised regula- 
tions, the State being the representative of 
the consumer and of the community; on de- 
mobilisation, that district boards of really 
practical men be established to consider and 
adjust difficulties, especially as to replacement 
in industry of men who have joined the forces, 
and as to agreements and regulations in abey- 
ance for the period of the war. The in- 
dustrial community will have an opportunity 
for considerable reconstruction, * The new 
organisation suggested should take this in 
hand.

ENGINEERING.

EDUCATIONAL REFORM. 

Another th that must not 
dh ae eel cael en —_ 
tional system. It is little t 
that the ee ae of “pe iii 
without a knowledge o 
Languages are of the greatest importance to 
an engineer, but not dead languages but live 
ones. And these should be properly taught, 
so that the student should not only be able 
to read and write them but also to speak and 
understand them. It is quite a different know- 
ledge of a language to be able to read, write, 
speak, or understand it. Many people can 
read a language without being able to write, 


speak, or understand it, and conversely it is | 


not uncommon to meet people who can speak 
and understand a language without being able 
to any large extent to read or write it. Amd 
it is only in live languages that a man is 
trained to speak and understand & language. 
At the same time no education is complete 
unless science is combined with languages and 
also literature, and here lies one great danger 
of modern technical education. And after the 
boy has left school and enters the shops more 
facilities should be given to enable him to not 
only keep up but continue his education. In 
the shops and drawing office too often the 
boy is left to pick up a knowledge of his trade 
as best. he can. The apprentice who asks 
questions is often looked on as a nuisance, 
and requests for information are Fá agh ood met 
by a blank refusal or worse. the fore- 
man or. chief draughtsman is afraid to answer 
questions for fear of being charged with giving 
away so-called “ trade secrets,"’ but an immense 
deal of information .can be given to an appren- 
tice without doing so. Evening classes are all 
very good in their way, but more facilities 
should be given for the diligent apprentice to 
attend day classes, and this can be arranged 
in various ways if the employer has a will to 
do it. A thing that at present often pre- 
vents boys desirous of educating themselves 
getting on is the fact that overtime is allowed 
as soon as a boy is eighteen, and often he 
is compelled to work overtime ardless of 
classes that he ought to be attending. One 
complaint is that after a lot of trouble is 
taken about a boy he leaves after a few years 
and goes to another employer. The good of

In order 
that this social life might exist in any real com- 
leteness it was n that its contro] should 
in the hands of snouthens of the school itself. 
This would involve the acceptance within the 
community of boy or girl standards, and this 
was wholesome, One main activity of a society 
composed of children or adolescents would neces- 
sarily be found in games. Learning from books 
must be done by each for himself. But manual 
work could be done in teams, so that a large co- 
aperative element came in, which was of great 
value as & training for citizenship. It was pos- 
sible to do something of this sort with regard 
to book work.
